Sir: 

In regard to the Ford worker 
(May 31) we would be quito 
willing to change places with him. 
My idea is that he doesn’t know 
when he is well off 

We're dry-land farmers and 
Keep account books. In the six 
years we've been married we've 
had one crop—2,000 bushels of 
wheat at 25¢ per bushel. Figu 
it up. My husband had $2,000 
when we were married. We own 
620 acres of land: we owe $500 on 
160 acres. Otherwise we are free 
of debts. 

But to get down to brass tacks 
we manage to live on $1,000 a 
year, out of which must come the 
money to farm 500 acres, buy 
machinery and repairs, and food 
and clothing for the three of us, 
which leaves very little for non- 
essentials. We have never been 
able to get any other work, be- 
‘cause we've never been willing to 
go on relief. We've never needed 
it until now, but wo will get along 
without it 

My husband now has a job 
driving a tractor from 3 in the 
morning until 1:30 in the after~ 
noon.

FLIGHT TO BERMUDA: U.S. AND BRITAIN MAKE PEACE OVER THE ATLANTIC 


T: big blunt-nosed seaplane flying the British air flag (above) is the last word 
in commercial aviation. Its immediate importance is that it brings Bermuda 
within a few hours’ flying distance of New York. You can board it any Wednesday 
at 9 a. m., whiz effortlessly over 783 miles of ocean, and coast down into a coral- 
bound Bermuda harbor at 2:30 that afternoon. Round-trip fare is $180. 

But the flying Caralier has a second and more profound importance. Its arrival 
in New York on its first trip May 25—the first British commercial plane to 
land in a U.S. airport—meant that final obstacles to transatlantic air service 
between the U.S. and Europe had been removed. These obstacles were not 
technical. The vaster Pacific is already being spanned by the P. A. A. Clippers. 
Regular mail service between Europe and South America is now three years old. 
‘Aviators were fully equipped to cope with the hazards of transatlantic flying, 


but international commercial relations had yet to be worked out. Between the 
U. S. and Britain, especially, each seeking with its expanding airlines to mono- 
polize the Atlantic, existed rivalries. For at least two years international 
aviation has been held up by a “diplomatic lag.” 

The flying Cavalier, pride of British Imperial Airways, begins a new era. 
It signalizes peace over the Atlantic, By sharing the Bermuda passage flight 
for flight with the Bermuda Clipper, pride of U. S.-owned Pan American Air- 
ways, it establishes precedent for interoceanic flying agreements. ‘The air 
route for passengers, mail and freight across the Atlantic is now open. Already 
the British are testing the De Havilland Albatross, a giant intercontinental 
express, even newer and more ingenious in its design than the Cavalier. Within 
a year it may be flying a regular schedule between New York and Ireland.

“We are engaged in a civil war,” wrote Pundit Dorothy Thompson in high 
alarm,"‘and unless the struggle is returned to the arena of law, that civil war will 
extend itself into a class struggle which may destroy the American democracy.”

‘The other half, inadequately protected, 
sustains 80% of the destruction by fire.

operate and increase the fire-fighting army. On June 10, 
President Roosevelt opened an educational campaign to 
eradicate forest fires. Its slogan: “Your Forests—Your 
Fault—Your Loss.” Most dangerous enemy of forests is 
man, whose carelessness as a smoker, hunter or brush 
burner causes nine out of ten fires. To cure this man 
of his innate carelessness, forest rangers now teach tour- 
ists and campers how to put out fires, and order them 
to smoke only in certain places. Where education fails, 
more drastic measures are taken, such as imposing fines 
on smokers. Seen below are the results of carelessness. At 
left, a fire in the Sierra National Forest, Calif., and at 
right what flames left of a forest in Washington State.

peed is the cardinal principle of forest-fire fighting. Aided by high winds a 

fire will travel with incredible rapidity. To detect the first puff of smoke is 
the job of the lookout man, He telephones the dispatcher at headquarters down 
below who sends out a fire crew. If these men reach the scene soon enough they 
can generally suppress the fire before it gains much headway. If not, you have 
the picture seen below where a “crown fire” is sweeping through the treetops 
near Moose Lake, Minn. To handle it rangers saw down blazing trees. To cir- 
cumvent its growth they cut five-foot swaths around it, make backfires to burn 
all fuel within its reach. 

Modern machinery, including airplanes, two-way radios, plows and fire trucks, 
are maintained by the Forest Service for such emergencies. Often more use- 
ful, however, are courageous, levelheaded men who, armed with shovels, axes, 
hoes and portable pumps, actually hack their way through conflagrations. 


iat stations like this one in the Payette National Forest, Idaho, are built on peaks 
or high towers affording a long range of vision, ‘The mounted ranger at the right has re- 
turned from a long trek to report on suspicious smoke clouds spotted by the observer. 


This I in Coeur d'Alene National Forest, Idaho, reports a fire to the dis- 
patcher, gives its exact location and rapidity of growth. From his tower he surveys hun- 
dreds of square miles, uses only binoculars, a range finder and a telephone to fight fires. 


Backfiring from a firebreak is the drastic and dangerous remedy used to curb a raging 


fire in the Angeles National Forest, Calif. Fast-spreading fires during the fire season 
(May to October) have kent up to 70,000 CCC boys at work throughout the country.
